By Atlantic Cable. 

London, Nov. 6, midnight. — A depu- 
tation from the Freedineo's Aid Union 
waited upon the Hon. Rererdy Johnson 
this evening, at the American legation, 
and presented him with an address. Mr. 
Johnson, in his reply, assured them that 
they had the sympaiiy of the people of the 
United States, and concluded with these 
words : " I shall conduct my duties to sat- 
isfy you. I feel on the subject you have 
at heart precisely aa you do. ! ' 

Paai6, Nov. 7. — The ex-Queen; Isabella 
of Spain, and suite, have arrived here. 

Brussels, Nov. 7. — The Madrid cor- 
respondent of the Independence Beige 
writes to that journal that the Provincial 
Government of Spain will entertain no pro- 
posal from the United States looking to 
the purchase of Cuba. 

Lisbon, Nov. 7.— Accounts have just 
been received here, announcing the almost 
complete annihilation of a Portuguese ex- 
pedition in Mozambique.. South Africa. 
This expedition, which consisted of about 
six hundred soldiers, with artillery, etc., 
waa sent into the interior of that country, 
where it was attacked by the natives. 
Nearly all the soldiers were killed, and 
their artillery, small arms, and amunition 
were captured. About sixty escaped to 
the sea coast with their lives. 

MAXjatD, Nov. 7. — On the advice of the 
General of the army, the Provisional Gov- 
ernment will immediately dispatch a force 
of 9,000 men, with four pieces of artillery, 
to Cuba, to suppress the insurrection there. 

Liverpool, Nov. 7. — The barque Kate 
Darton, Captain Slocum, of St. John, N. 
B.. from Liverpool, July 13th, for Bom- 
bay, waa burned at sea on the 2Sih of Sep- 
tember last. The captain, second mate, 
and ten of the crew arrived at St. Helena, 
but the fate of the rest of the crew was 
unknown. 

London, Nov. 8. — Despatches from 
Italy report that the Papal army continues 
to be depleted by desertions, which are on 
the increase. 

Madrid, Nov. 8. — Marsha] Serrano has 
confirmed the appointment of Gen. Prim 
as Commandcr-iachief of the armies of 
Spain. 

London, Nov. 9. — In the case of Miss 
Lydia Becker, the Court of Common Pleas 
has rendered a decision, in which all the 
judges concur, that the common law of 
England gives no woman right to vote. 

The Morning Post regrets the postpone- 
ment of the negotiations for a new reci- 
procity treaty between the Dominion of 
Canada and the United States. It re- 
gards the conclusion of such a treaty as 
the only sedative for the discontent of 
Nova Scotia. 

The Times 1 Madrid correspondent writes 
to that journal that the Crown of Spain 
will probably be offered to Espartero. 
The decree removing Lersundi from the 
Captain Generalcy of Cuba, and appoint- 
ing General Dulce in his place, was offi- 
cial); published on Saturday. 

SLadbid, Nov. 9. — Marshal Serrona has 
nominated twenty-five Councillors of State, 
J.uEticei of the peace have been re-appoint- 
ed in ail the Provinces of Spain. 

Cork, Not. 9. — A great popular de- 
monstration took place here yesterday on 
fie-qcc&ion of the funeral of Mr. James 
Mountain, who is supposed to have held 
a promjnent'pesition in the Fenian organ- 
isation. A procession of over six thou- 
sand men and women followed the remains 
to the cemetery. Mr. Mountain formerly 
resided in the United States, and was a 
delegate to the Fcuian Convention held at 
Chicago in November, 1863. 

New York, Nov. 9.— The Democrats' 
cable special from Warsaw of the 8th, says, 
11 A rumour is afloat here that the pea- 
santry of Volhynia have risen in arms 
against the Russian commander, and the 
Catholic clergy are said to be at the head 
of the movement. Russian police on the 
watch, Scntriei have been doubled. 
Nothing of a definite character has yet 
trans nircd,"

New York, Nov. 7.— The Times 
special says : General Reynolds' report as 
Bub commissioner of the Freedmen's Bu- 
reau for Texas reveals the startling fact 
that from the close of the war to the 30th 
of September, 1808, there were reported 
the enormous number of 7C4 murders, and 
that only one punishment by death was 
inflicted by the civil authorities, and that 
was upon a negro. There were only G 
whites killed by negroes j but 401 negroes 
killed by whites; 214 more shot or stabbed 
but not killed, and 158 more whipped. 
Among the killed were Bureau Agents. 
The report gives further horrible details 
of the burning of school-houses, and the 
killing and prosecution of teachers. The 
negroeshave become almost self-sustaining; 
the value of rations issued to them for the 
past year being less than $100. The to- 
tal expenses of the Bureau for the year in 
the State were 891,000, 

The latest understanding concerning the 
Alabama claims matter is, that the United 
States have waived the point regarding the 
recognition of tho belligerency of the South 
by England, but that the State Depart- 
ment does not accept the proposals of the 
British Ministry, which are, to refer to on 
arbiter the question of the lawful respon- 
sibility of England for the AMtnnvx dep- 
redations — in the event of the arbiter de- 
ciding that England b responsible, then 
the whole subject to be referred to a Joint 
Commission. The State Department in- 
sists, on the contrary, that arbitration is 
not necessary, and that England arid the 
United States should agree, and at once 
appoint a Commission, and that the ap- 
pointment of this Commission on the part 
of England should be equivalent to an ac- 
knowledgment of the wrong that was in- 
flicted upon the United States by the hasty 
recognition of the Southern belligerency.

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IMMIGRATION. 



Among the subjects likely to engage 
the attention of our Legislature during 
the present session, none are of more im- 
portance than immigration; indeed so 
vital is the question to our interests, that 
arrangements are on foot for a conference 
between oar. own and the Dominion Go- 
vernment, woereby the best means may 
be conjointly made use of for furthering 
and facilitating this desirable increase to 
our population. Now, it seems to us not 
only that immigration may be generally 
induced by the allurement of free allot- 
ments of land aad otherwise, which tempt 
the embryo agriculturist and man of small 
means, but that special effort might be 
made by the Department having charge 
of this matter to promote an immigration 
of that class, the want of which proves 
such a hardship in every circle of our 
social life at present. We allude to do- 
mestic servants and agricultural labourers. 
The need of this class is most severely 
felt with us at present; so much so that 
wages utterly out of unison with the nat- 
ural value of the wrvice rendered are 
being now paid throughout Ontario, and 
this while countless thousands in the 
mother land would deem themselves 
blessed indeed were they placed in a po- 
sition to earn one half the wage we unwil- 
lingly pay here at present. That such a 
state of things should exist shows a marked 
weakness of executive among the men 
managing our affairs. * Within a few 
months an English lady, chiefly by her 
own unassisted effort, has brought into 
this country some two hundred young wo- 
men as domestic servants, who have been 
employed with the utmost avidity the mo- 
ment they arrived, and at wages which at 
once not only removed them from the 
penury they suffered in the old world, but 
enabled them to save money to bring their 
less fortunate relatives to this — for them — 
better land. Surely if our Government 
take this matter fairly and firmly in hand, 
they can do far more than this kindly 
lady who has set them this noble example. 
Men and women starve and beg beyond 
tho wa whose advent tyero would be a 
boon to us and a priceless blessing to 
them. A very little practical common 
sense is only wanted here to have these 
people in our midst, and we do most sin- 
cerely hope that the present session will 
not lapse without some earnest straight- 
forward action being taken in this behalf. 



MUNICIPAL LAW. 



We see a committee i3 to be struck to 
consider and report on the necessary alter- 
ations and amendments in the assessment 
law. We gladly hail this action, for in 
this respect reform is greatly needed, only 
let their be no tinkering this time; let the 
question be thoughtfully dealt with, and 
the action taken therewith thorough and 
complete. It is of no use to have this 
matter cobbled by theoretical men ; we can 
only have the assessment laws settled on 
a satisfactory working basis by having the 
whole system, and the scheme 'of amend- 
ment, submitted to men who have been 
practically acquainted with the actual 
working of the past and present Acts. 
The having questions like this dealt with 

by men who have never had actual exper- 
ience of the working of the naturally com- 
plex system of aBsessment, only sends us 
from bad to worse. We are greviously af- 
flicted in our Canadian Legislature by a 
set of men who, feeling painfully conscious 
of tneir unfitness for the position they hold, 
arc ever seeking to render themselves con- 
spicuous by the effecting of some sort of 
Icginlation, no matter what the quality or 
the consequence. We pray them fervently 
to let the assessment laws alone.

An extraordinary suicide took place 
oear Dixon Springs, Tenn., last week. 
An insane man, named Levi P. Gregory, 
waa found hauging in the fork of a limb 
of an immense sugar tree sixty three feet 
from the ground. The tree waa three 
feet in diameter, and Iimbles3 for forty 
feet from the .ground. . He climbed the 
body of the tree and ascended to the upper 
limp and crawled out fifteen feet on that, 

discovered the fork and dropped himeelf 
into it, and so perished. 

A NARROW escape from a frightful 
death occurred in Commercial etccet, Bos- 
ton, a few days ago. A slater on a roof 
lost his hold and slid down. As he shot 
the edge he succeeded in grasping the 
gutter, and held on with both hands, his 
body Ruspcuded. The lookers-on cxpectr 
ed every instant to see hiia dashed U> 
pieces on the pavement, four stories below. 
By great exertion he succeeded in draw- 
ing himself up a few inches,- throwing one 
foot on the gutter, clambering into it, and 
there sustaining himself until help came. 

The bodies of the last of the thirteen 
men buried in the central ehaft of the 
Hoosac Tunnel, Mass., about a year ago, 
were taken out ou Thursday night. 
They wero found in a recess eighteen by 
thirteen feet, and were in a remarkable 
State of preservation, bo that all but ono 
were readily recognized by friends. The 
indications were that:thcy lived several 
hours after the accident which buried 
thern alive, as one was found partly un- 
drcsesd, and another had covered his face 
with his hands.

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November — Hints about "Work. 



Tho order of farm work at the North is, 
first to secure crops Etill in the field, be- 
fore freezing weather ; second, to protect 
those already in store, as wtdl as nouses, 
bams, and manure stores from damage 
from any source ; third, to put the farm 
in order for a sudden freezing up. Early 
winters come now and then, and shut down 
upon farm work just when a day or two 
more of out-door labor would save the 
labors of months, perhaps, from loss. 

Root Crops. — These continue to grow 
as long as the ground is open, but it is a 
poor plan to trust too long to the weather. 
No date can be fixed applicable to different 
latitudes, but at the North it will be wise 
to lose no time after the first of November, 
in harvesting roots of all sorts. Parsnips 
will not be injured by the severest freez- 
ing, though they may be frozen up and 
cot be available before nest spring. They 
are wintered thus as they grew, and are 
ready for feeding or for market as soon as 
the ground opens. Ruta-bagas will bear 
more frost than white turnips, but neither 
should be subjected to severe freezing. 
Mangles and Sugar Beets, though the}' 
bear, perhaps, an equal degree of cold 
without apparent damage, yet if they stand 
in the ground after they cease to grow, they 
become tough and woody, and roots ex- 
posed to freezing, if not used soon, decay 
at the <;rown. Growth ceases with beets 
sJYer a few sharp frosts; hence they 
ehould be dug and housed early. Carrots 
are also liable to injury from freezing, and 
the first frosi that stiffens tho soil should 
be a signal to harvest beets and carrots 
with alacrity, if not already done. 

Buildings. — Look well to the roofs, 
eave-troughs, and weather boarding of all 
buildings. Where every thing is not snug 
and tight, a few Batt« ™n -jj «maU« to 
the durability of barns and sheds. If 
Stables have only single outer walls, line 
them with bog hay, or other Utter, stuffed 
between an inner boarding or lathing and 
the weather board*. This is a favourable 
season for outside Painting, as the weather 
is seldom so dry as to be very dusty. 
New paint is not disfigured by small in- 
sects, flie3, etc., sticking to it, as often 
happens at other seasons. 

Roads. — Employ spare time of men and 
teams in putting the farm roads in good 
repair, and protecting them against wash- 
ing during thaws or rains. 

Fences. — Tear away all fences not 
abeolutly necessary. We believe that 
small farmers who keep ouly four or five 
head of cows and heifers can well afford to 
get chain-tethers for their animals and 
keep them tethered while grazing, rather 
than be at the expense of puttiog up many 
interor fences. Grain fields must be 
securely enclosed, and fences between 
neighbors and along the highway should 
be looked to, before the ground freezes, 
and weak posts strengthened by stakes, or 
reset. 

Hogs gain flesh and fatten very rapidly 
during most of this month. Feed regul- 
arly all they will eat, and only ground or 
cooked gram. Every few days it is well 
to mix a few handfuls of charcoal and 
ashes from a wood fire with their food, or 
to throw them a little charcoal dust and 
corn mixed and slightly moistened. It 
keeps them in good condition, and shar- 
pens thefr appetites. After hogs are fut

Wood Ashes as a Fertilizer. 



This is one of the most valuable fer- 
tilizers within reach of the farmer. The 
unleached article has the more potash, but 
the leached is thought to be quiet as valu- 
able. In leaching they shrink a good 
deal, and lime is usually added, which in- 
creases their value. They are generally 
sold, too, at a less price. Ashes are well 
suited to all farm crops, and very bene- 
ficial in the fruit yard and orchard. Most 
farmers still sell wood in the cities and 
villages, and rather than go home empty, 
they should carry back ashes and other fer- 
tilizers, to replace the potash, lime, and 
phosphoric acid that have been carried off 
in the crops and animals sold. Ashes 
show immediate effects from their applica- 
tion, and at the same time last long in the 
soil. They are very highly appreciated in 
the onion growing districts, but may be 
applied with equal advantage to 'ordinary 
farm crops . They should be kept as near 
the surface as possible, Bpread and har- 
rowed into the seed bed, or applied 
directly to the growing crops. Make a 
business of saving, buying, and storing 
ashes during the winter for. the next sea- 
son's operations. 



Why not Use the Left Hand. 

This suggestion from the Atlas is worth 
considering : — " It is a very old custom to 
quiz the Celestials about the cramping 
shoe, wherewith they are wont to afflict the 
Celestial fair ; but why do we, with all 
our wisdornj .persist- in condemning the 
left hand to comparative uselessness ? 
There is no reason in nature for it. It is 
every bit as well endowed as the right, 
and possesses, if anything, more delicacy 
of touch. A button polisher at Birming- 
ham realized a fortune by departing from 
our time-honoured custom. He set his 
people to polish with both hands at once, 
and thus executed nearly double the quan- 
tity of work, and attained a more brilliant 
surface.
